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Payout by 
hospital 
to family 
of patient 

A HIGH Court judge has 
awarded an undisclosed set¬ 
tlement to the wife and chil¬ 
dren of a man who died 
during a botched knee oper¬ 
ation at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital. 

Louis Belcuore died dur¬ 
ing surgery to remove carti¬ 
lage from his knee at the 
Robert Jones and Agnes 
Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital 
in October 2009. 

Mr Belcuore, a 43-year-old 
businessman, was being 
treated for a worn cartilage 
when the operation went 
drastically wrong as air got 
into his blood vessels, caus¬ 
ing an embolism. 

The hospital, which was 
ordered to pay the undis¬ 
closed sum, has previously 
apologised to the family. 

In a statement a 
spokesman for the hospital 
trust said: “We are pleased 
that settlement has been 
agreed with Mrs Belcuore, 
the widow of the late Louis 
Belcuore. 

“Mr Belcuore died at the 
Robert Jones and Agnes 
Hunt Hospital on October 
20, 2009 during a routine 
knee arthroscopy. 

“The trust made an early 
admission of liability and 
the parties lawyers have 
been working together to 
achieve settlement for Mrs 
Belcuore and her children 
which has now been 
approved by the court. 

“The trust deeply regrets 
the tragic loss of Mr Bel- 
cuore’s life and offers its sin¬ 
cere apologies.”

PLANNED boundary changes which would have seen the Mont¬ 
gomeryshire constituency scrapped have been put on hold. 

The plans, backed by the Tories, were defeated by 334 votes to 292 in the House of Com¬ 
mons on Tuesday meaning the planned constituency shake-up will be postponed until 2018 
at the earliest. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies, who voted against the Government for the first time, 
said that despite the vote going the way he wanted for the sake of Mid Wales, he did not feel 
‘joyous’. 

If the changes had gone ahead, the Montgomeryshire seat would have been scrapped, 
with the Welshpool area put into a North Powys and Glyndwr constituency and Newtown 
joining Llandrindod Wells in a South Powys constituency. 

It was the first time Lib Dem ministers have voted against their Conservative coalition 

colleagues in the commons.

The new constituencies that touch on 
mid Wales will have population centres else¬ 
where. My local party association is so hor¬ 
rified by the implications of the proposals 
that it has told me in no uncertain terms 
that they want me to oppose the new bound¬ 
aries. 

“And at a personal level, I would hate to 
see all the work we have done to build our 
association in Montgomeryshire disappear 
in a cloud of angry blue smoke - because I 
believe those who have done this transfor¬ 
mational work will not carry on. The out¬ 
come would be so horrific that I simply 
couldn’t carry on either.” 

Parliament agreed in principle in 2011 to 
reduce the number of MPs and to redraw the 
electoral map to make all constituencies 
roughly the same size in terms of number of 
voters. 

Some believe the proposals, which were 
backed at the time by both coalition parties, 
would help the Conservatives win up to 20 
extra seats at a future election. 

But a row over plans to reform the Lords - 
abandoned in the face of Conservative oppo¬ 
sition - led the Lib Dems to say they will 
block implementation of the boundary 
review until after the next election in 2015.

His family was awarded a 
‘substantial’ sum at a hear¬ 
ing in Birmingham follow¬ 
ing an earlier admission of 
liability by the trust which 
runs the hospital. 

But Mrs Belcuore said her 
focus would now switch to 
the stalled GMC hearing 
over Professor Richardson. 

The tribunal was 
adjourned on Friday, with 
Professor Richardson facing 
allegations including that 
adjustments he made to 
equipment went against 
manufacturer’s guidelines. 

Mrs Belcuore said: “For 
the past three and a half 
years I have felt in a state of 
limbo, trying to find out 
exactly what happened and 
why Louis died suddenly 
during what should have 
been a routine knee opera¬ 
tion.” 

Mrs Belcuore’s lawyer, 
Victoria Blankstone of Irwin 
Mitchell, said the adjourn¬ 
ment of the GMC proceed¬ 
ings had caused further 
heartache for the family. 

An apology from the hos¬ 
pital trust was read out in 
court.

Mental Health Trust where 
Savile volunteered were 
working with police as part 
of their investigations.

Ceremony marks 70th year 
since tragic bomber crash

A WORLD War 11 bomber crash near Oswestry that killed seven people 
has been remembered on its 70th anniversary. 

On January 25, 1943, a Wellington bomber on a night time training flight from Harwell 
in Berkshire crashed into the side of Mr Edwin Williams’ farm house near Llansillin, 
Oswestry. The bedroom floor gave way and the house burst into flames. Mr Williams and 
his wife, Annie Jane, were killed, along with the five crew members, all RAF sergeants. 

Among those paying tribute at a ceremony at the site on Saturday was their daughter 
Nancy Povey, who was in the house when it was hit and needed to be rescued.

Also at the memorial was Llewelyn Ellis, 
who was the first person on the scene after 
the devastating crash. 

Andrew Mathews and Gill Holbrook were 
also among the 15 people who gathered at 
the scene at the weekend. Their mother 
Elizabeth Mary Walker had been the fiancee 
of John Todd, one of the RAF crew members 
who died at the scene - just weeks before the 
pair were due to get married. 

Members of the Oswestry branch of the 
Royal British Legion laid a special wreath at 
the side of the rebuilt Bwlch-y-rhiw Farm¬ 
house to remember those who died. 

Appeal 

The wreath, which is the first of its kind 
in Britain, was designed by the new Poppy 
Appeal organiser from Oswestry, Roy Fry, 
after he realised that those supplied by the 
British Legion featured armed forces 
emblems. 

He designed a generic emblem that has 
now been adopted for use nationwide. 

“I produced a template and submitted it 
to the Poppy Appeal headquarters in Ayles- 
ford, Kent, for comments,” he said. 

“Officials liked the idea and the design 
can now be customised to suit local require¬ 
ments.” 

Ray Shepherd, the national head of the 
Poppy Appeal, said: “We are delighted here 
at the Poppy Appeal that a number of local 
branches and organisations are now inter¬ 
ested in having their own badge centre for a 
wreath.” 

Some eye witnesses to the bomber crash 
70 years ago believed that the plane may 
have struck the 1,100ft ridge of Craig-y- 
rhiw or the tiny hill-fort of Coed-y-Gaer, 
before plunging into the side of the house. 

Mr Williams, a sergeant in the Moelfre 
Platoon of the Home Guard, was buried 
with his wife in a military funeral at Llan- 
silin on January 29,1943. 

Their son and daughter survived the acci¬ 
dent along with a land girl who was staying 
with them at the time. A plaque was erected 
at the site in 1993 to commemorate the 50th 
anniversary of the crash.

A TEACHER has been jailed for more than two and a half 
years after admitting sexual activity with a teenage girl. 

Former Oswestry man David Timmins, 41, a history teacher, who was 
in charge of child protection at Ercall Wood School in Telford, was sen¬ 
tenced to two years and eight months in jail. 

He was told by a judge at Shrewsbury Crown Court on Monday that he 
would never work with children again. 

According to Timmins’ Facebook page, he was a student at Oswestry 
College in 1992 and 1993 before moving on 
to study history and literature at the Uni¬ 
versity of Glamorgan. 

He qualified as a teacher after completing 
his training at Swansea University in 1997. 

Timmins, now of no fixed abode, had 
admitted three offences of sexual activity 
with a child at an earlier hearing. 

Timmins bombarded the girl with e-mails 
and showered her with gifts, including one 
half of the friendship necklace that he wore. 
He even tried to contact her after his arrest. 

When he was caught and arrested on child 
sex charges, Timmins initially tried to blame 
the school for ‘over promoting’ him. 

Judge Robin Onions, who said Timmins 
would have to serve half the sentence, said it 
had been an emotionally, physically abusive 
relationship in which the teacher had all the 
power. 

Mr Robert Edwards, prosecuting, said the 
offences took place last year and came to 
light when e-mails were discovered. 

Mr Michael Sherwood Smith, for Tim¬ 
mins, said his client had been a teacher at 
Ercall Wood for 14 years and had been pas¬ 
toral care manager for three of four years. 

He said: “He received no training in this 
and was out of his depth. He was drinking 
excessively and spending money recklessly.” 

Judge Onions ordered Timmins to be 
placed on the sexual offenders’ register.

Education is needed on dangers of cyber world 


THIS new cyber world we live in is 
fraught with danger. 

Many are now using social network sites 
to hide their identities and abuse and bully 
others without a thought that they may be 
breaking the law. 

This week a 20-year-old Ellesmere man 
appeared in court and was forced to admit a 
charge of intimidation on Facebook after 
making threats on the popular site. 

The judge warned that those who bully 
people using Facebook were not immune to 
prosecution and said that such cases war¬ 
ranted custodial sentences. 

Cyberbullying is defined as the use of the 
internet to harm other people, in a deliber¬ 
ate, repeated, and hostile manner. As it has 
become more common in society, particu¬ 
larly among young people, legislation and 
awareness campaigns have arisen to combat 
it. 

Abuse by texting or via e-mail is also 



regarded as a serious offence and is a grow¬ 
ing concern as new communication methods 
unveil themselves. 

The reality is that once a message is pub¬ 
lished in the public domain, and that means 
all open internet applications, the author is 
governed by the same laws - including 
libel - as we in the newspaper industry. 

Somewhere along the line we have to 
begin an educational programme about the 
use of social network sites, particularly for 
our youngsters. Schools must surely start 
the process soon. 


Life as a journalist is rarely dull and is 
such an attractive occupation because of the 
variation of activities. The past week has 
had its ups and downs and highs and lows. 

Highlight of the week was sipping cham¬ 
pagne on Concorde (yes THE Concorde) at 
The National Museum of Flight in East For¬ 
tune as a guest of Mazda Motor Company. 
The museum is in the middle of nowhere 
and was a brilliant location for Mazda to 
launch their latest car - a Mazda 6. 

The British Airways Concorde fleet 
retired in October 2003. The following year, 
G-BOAA said farewell to Heathrow and 
took to the water on the first step of a 
seaborne journey to Scotland. Concorde was 
loaded on to a specialist barge at the tiny 
Thames port of Isleworth. 

Concorde’s week-long journey ended in 
an hour-long trundle across muddy fields to 
East Fortune. At the time, Concorde’s jour¬ 
ney north was thought to have been one of 


the most complex of any transport venture 
undertaken. 

It was an unusual and unexpected experi¬ 
ence and one not to be forgotten bringing 
home just how big a shame it is that the Con¬ 
corde project came to such a sudden end. 

THE lows came in witnessing the misery 
being suffered by so many as floods once 
again engulfed the Shropshire/Powys border. 

As the snow vanished the inevitable flood¬ 
ing followed and even the farming commu¬ 
nity was caught out by the speed in which 
the water arrived. 

Sunday was spent ferrying family mem¬ 
bers around after my daughter-in-law-to-be 
saw her car engulfed by motorists refusing 
to reduce their speeds on partially flooded 
roads. An hour at the flood-scene was 
enough to convince me that our roads are 
populated by lunatics. It’s just not clever to 
ignore ‘flood warning’ signs and charge into 
flood waters as fast as you can!

IS MUM ENTITLED TO HALF THE HOUSE THAT’S IN DAD’S NAME IF SHE LEAVES HIM? 

Q: My mum moved in with her boyfriend nearly twenty years ago. Then they had me and my sister but they never got married. We are really fed up 
because our parents do nothing but fight these days. We think our mum should leave our dad but she says we would lose everything if she left him because 
even though she’s been helping him to pay the mortgage and the bills, it’s his house. But isn’t she entitled to half the house if she’s been helping to pay for it 
all these years? 

A: Unmarried parents account for three quarters of family breakdowns in this country these days, yet there have been no significant changes in the law to 
reflect this and there is a surprising number of people who still wrongly believe that the law will automatically protect them if the relationship breaks down. 

Unlike married couples, unmarried couples have no automatic rights to their partner’s property if they split up. So if the property is in your dad’s sole name, 
it will remain his provided your mum could prove she is entitled to a share in the property if she and your dad separated. Trying to prove such an intention is 
not impossible, but it can be difficult and costly. 

I would advise any couple thinking about moving into a home together, whether that is into a rented or a purchased property, to have a legal contract drawn 
up before they start living together, regarding what happens if they separate I realise this does not help your mother’s situation but what I can say is that 
with the help of a good family lawyer she may not lose everything if she leaves your father.

Surprise at nips' pay rise support 


I WAS surprised to read an editorial 
supporting a pay rise for MPs. 

I would advocate halving the num¬ 
ber of MPs and then the salary of the 
half remaining. 

We are sending troops around the 
world to fight for democracy with an 
unacceptable casualty rate while our 
own democracy is being seriously 
eroded by those in our Parliament and 
in Brussels. 

We have endured four years of cut¬ 
backs in every department except lead¬ 
ership - we retain 881 peers in the 
House of Lords, 646 MPs and 86 MEPs. 

The House of Lords is already the 


second biggest legislator in the world 
after China and bigger than the com¬ 
bined two houses of the Indian parlia¬ 
ment with a population of 1.2 billion - 
Why? 

It was reported this week that the 
cost of keeping one MEP is £1.8 million 
per annum. In comparison our 646 
Westminster MPs cost us £590,000 
each. I understand the majority of the 
881 peers are not salaried. 

But all are entitled to a daily, tax free 
attendance allowance of £300. 

This is a nice little earner which will 
deliver £45,000 after the normal 150 
annual attendances. 


And it will be just shy of a quarter of 
a million over five years. 

In conclusion, I think there are far 
too many ‘leaders’ and they cost us too 
much. 

Our MPs are ignoring the obvious 
fact that their workload has been more 
than halved by the European Union 
which is currently filling 80 per cent of 
our statute book. 

There are very few ‘leaders’ who are 
overworked, even fewer who can be 
trusted. There are none who deserve a 
32 per cent pay rise.

IN England we already have 
a problem of excess and tor¬ 
rential rainfall eroding and 
washing away soil from 
fields. 

In Shropshire there are 
concerns that the sediment 
washed from fields and car¬ 
ried into the River Severn is 
affecting fish numbers and 
survival, particularly salmon. 

Removing hedgerows and 
trees to such a significant 
extent exacerbates soil ero¬ 
sion and its deposition in the 
River Severn, and thereby 
increases the risk of harm to 
wildlife and increases the 
risk of flooding. 

It is therefore very damag¬ 
ing to remove hedges and 
trees in any significant num¬ 
bers, and all at once. 

It comes at a cost to the 
environment and will have a 
counter effect to the expen¬ 
sive flood defence systems 
taxpayers have paid dearly 
for.

Woman facing 
jail for thefts 

A WOMAN who carried out two thefts on vulnerable, elderly victims 
in Welshpool has been told she faces jail.

Catrina Thomas, 39, of Bronybuckley, Welshpool, stole a purse containing £20 from an 
elderly woman in the town’s One Stop store and also took a purse from the home of an 87- 
year-old wheelchair user before withdrawing £278.35 from their Post Office account. 

Thomas appeared at Welshpool Magistrates Court on Tuesday for sentencing, but the 
bench decided it did not have sufficient powers to deal with the case as they can only impose 
a maximum six-month jail sentence. Thomas was found guilty at a trial last month of bur¬ 
glary on June 16 when she entered a flat in 
Dolyfelin, Welshpool and took a purse. She 
was also found guilty of fraud relating to an 
incident on June 18 when she withdrew the 
money from the Post Office account. 

She admitted a charge of theft relating to 
taking the purse containing £20 from 
Katherine Evans in One Stop, Broad Street, 
on July 27 and admitted a charge of failing 
to surrender to custody. 

Helen Tench, prosecuting, said that on 
June 16 last year Thomas and her mother, 
who has since died, entered the home of 
wheelchair user Margaret Bailey, 87. 

She said: “They came in asking where 
Janet was and Mrs Bailey did not know. 

“They looked around and left and it 
wasn’t until a few days later that Mrs Bailey 
saw her purse had been taken. After carry¬ 
ing out checks, it was noticed that on June 
18 the balance had been withdrawn from a 
Post Office account.” 

CCTV showed the defendant and her 
mother taking the money. 

Robert Hanratty, for Thomas, said his 
client had experienced a difficult upbring¬ 
ing and was dependent on alcohol. 

Clive Cooper, chairman of the bench, said: 
“We think only an immediate custodial sen¬ 
tence will do, but we do not feel that we have 
sufficient powers to sentence her.” 

Thomas will appear at Mold Crown Court 
for sentencing on February 28. She was 
given bail until that date.

He said: “There will be lots of fundraising 
events coming up and others happening 
throughout the summer.” 

Jane Taylor, a spokesperson from 
National Grid, said the power company had 
had some correspondence with BRAWD. 

She said: “They did send us their 
response to the public consultation. We are 
in contact with the community council in 
the same area and provide them regular 
updates and we offer to go along and see 
them and talk to them.”

The pair successfully completed their eight-day trek to the summit of the world’s highest 
free standing mountain.

The most 
surreal part for me was how quickly the landscape and temperatures around us changed. 

“We went from rainforest to glacier and 30 degrees Celsius to minus 10 in the space of 
4,000 metres. I got a headache at around 5,200 metres, which was an effect of the high alti¬ 
tude, but there was never any point when I felt as though I wasn’t going to be able to make 
it to the top.” 

That top is a dizzying 5,895 metres above sea level, a challenge that the pair took on in 
order to raise money for Lingden Davies Cancer Research.

A COMMUNITY group set up to save a former village 
school from possible demolition has folded. 


Maesbury Primary School was closed in July last year and some members of the commu¬ 
nity feared it could be sold off to developers. 

In a bid to keep it as a centre for community use plans were made to form a committee 
group last spring. 

But this week the group, which is made up of about six members, has announced it will 
no longer carry on. 

Shropshire Council estimated the current 
valuation of Maesbury Primary School to be 
about £250,000 and if villagers wanted to 
rent it the figure would be £25,000 per 
annum. 

Hazel Davis, chairman of the group, said 
it was too big a venture for its six members 
to take on.

Aircraft 
club plan 
decision

Sign planned 
at war graves 

A SIGN will be put up at Oswestry Ceme¬ 
tery to show it holds war graves, town coun¬ 
cillors have said. 

The authority, which runs the cemetery, 
was approached by The Commonwealth 
War Graves Commission. 

Councillors agreed to the bid after hear¬ 
ing it was part of plans to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of the Great War. 

Councillors were told although people 
know of the British and Commonwealth 
war graves in France and Belgium, there 
are thousands of sites in Britain which also 
held war graves. 

Oswestry Cemetery has a war graves sec¬ 
tion and local war hero Squadron Sergeant 
Major Harold Whitfield, who won the Victo¬ 
ria Cross in the Great War, is buried there. 

The war graves commission said it would 
put up the sign and cover its maintenance. 

Councillors gave their blessing as long as 
any necessary planning permission was 
gained. 


She said it was a ‘huge issue’. 

She told directors: “The December posi¬ 
tion overall shows a lower level of activity 
due to the Christmas period, and whilst this 
is planned, activity levels were impacted by 
a number of patients failing to attend for 
their surgery in the weeks coming up to 
Christmas.”

It is a 
huge issue for us and we will do work on 
this. The efforts we have seen from our staff 
particularly in the bad weather has been 
commendable. 

“The end of last week was extremely dif¬ 
ficult and apart from one or two, every 
member of staff made almost Herculean 
efforts to get in to care for patients.” 

Trust chairman Russell Hardy said: “The 
board should note all those who went more 
than the extra yard to deliver outstanding 
patient care every day when the weather 
was very much against us.” 

Non-executive director Peter Jones said 
patients had as much responsibility as the 
hospital to ensure operations took place. 

The board was told the fall in activity was 
one reason when the expected December 
deficit of £170,000 had increased to 
£500,000.

Vaccine is on 
way for cattle 

ENVIRONMENT Secretary Owen Pater¬ 
son has revealed that UK scientists are “on 
course” to create a workable vaccine to pro¬ 
tect cattle from bovine TB. 

The North Shropshire MP said a provi¬ 
sional timetable for progress had been 
agreed following a meeting with European 
Commission health commissioner Tonio 
Borg. 

But legal and scientific hurdles meant a 
workable vaccine was still a decade away, 
the Secretary of State told the Commons 
this week. 

He said a letter from the commission 
‘acknowledges the UK’s leading role in 
pressing forward on a cattle vaccine and, for 
the first time, recognises that we are on 
course to deploy a vaccine’. 

“The legal and scientific process could 
take up to 10 years and in the meantime we 
will continue to use all the tools at our dis¬ 
posal to check the progress of this terrible 
disease,” he said.

“The council also acknowledged that this 
major 111 introduction will coincide with 
the changes to the local ambulance service 
and therefore with two major changes to the 
delivery of health care, then it will be diffi¬ 
cult to take realistic assessments.”

He said he had 
never intended to remove all 
the hedges but said he 
wanted to get rid of some to 
make it easier to use large 
machinery. 

Objectors said the historic 
hedgerows provided vital 
green corridors for wildlife 
and helped attract tourists 
to the countryside. 

Now an internet petition 
has been launched under the 
government’s e-petition 
scheme calling for a change 
to protect hedgerows. 

Rob Mcbride, from 
Ellesmere, is one of those 
calling for change. He is to 
arrange a meeting with envi¬ 
ronment secretary Owen 
Paterson to discuss it. 

“The change of heart at 
Chirbury is a fantastic win 
for the protestors,” he said. 

“But we need to ensure 
that something like this does 
not happen again. 

“I think this time it was 
the historic hedgerows that 
saved the day. But the legis¬ 
lation needs to change.”

POWYS will be one of the first areas in Wales to receive superfast 
broadband under plans by the Welsh Assembly. 

The £425 million project from BT aims to allow 96 per cent of Welsh homes and busi¬ 
nesses to have access to ‘world class broadband speeds’ of up to 80Mbps by the end of 2015. 

The Assembly said Powys would be one of the first areas to receive the service, which 
Russell George, Montgomeryshire AM, has hailed as a victory for Mid Wales businesses. 

The funding for this project will come from several areas. The Broadband Delivery UK 
(BDUK) office has already allocated £56.9m, while the Welsh Government has put in £58m 

and a further £80m will also come from the

Cash boost for 
new loo project 

AN allotment group will be given £2,500 to 
build a disabled toilet at its site. 

Oswestry Gatacre Allotments and Gar¬ 
dens Association asked town councillors for 
the grant for the project on Monday.

“This is an extremely important pro¬ 
gramme for rural Mid Wales and I hope it 
will transform the lives and livelihoods of 
the vast majority of people in Powys. I 
believe the ‘Speed Up Broadband in Mont¬ 
gomeryshire’ campaign played a vital part 
in providing the strong evidence base 
required to enabled me to lobby the Busi¬ 
ness Minster to have Powys prioritised. 

“However, there is still more fine detail to 
be obtained regarding the exact timescales 
for roll-out in Powys and I’m certainly keen 
to keep the pressure on Government until 
this is fully understood. 

“I will be attending a briefing next week 
in the National Assembly regarding the 
project and I have a personal meeting sched¬ 
uled with the director of BT in Wales, Ann 
Benyon, in the next few weeks and I will be 
using both opportunities to question the 
Welsh Government and BT further.”

A FEASIBILITY study has 
been launched as part of an 
initiative to breathe new life 
into a run down Oswestry 
sports pavilion. 

The project to improve 
Gatacre Pavilion and its 
recreation ground could 
eventually see it linked to 
Woodside Primary School as 
a revamped community 
asset.

Worries over 
police shakeup 

AN Oswestry town councillor has called for 
a meeting with the region’s police commis¬ 
sioner to be rescheduled as soon as possible 
so worries over a policing shake-up can be 
aired. 

West Mercia’s new Police and Crime 
Commissioner Bill Longmore was due to 
meet town councillors last week but the 
talks were cancelled because of snow. 

Oswestry town councillor Heather Bick- 
erton said one proposal could mean a reduc¬ 
tion in police coverage in Oswestry. Among 
the proposed changes to come in after April 
will be the setting up of a ‘pod’ system at 
Wem, according to Councillor Bickerton. 

She says the new set up could see 
Oswestry officers drive to Wem in their own 
cars to pick up a patrol car and drive back to 
Oswestry to go on duty. 

Councillor Bickerton, who used to chair 
Oswestry’s Police Consultative Committee 
Group, said: “My opinion is that this pod 
proposal is a non-starter.” 


More than 40 people attended the public 
meeting to hear Welsh Water say the £1 mil¬ 
lion investment would alleviate the sewage 
problems and would also cope with the 
demand from more houses as they are built 
in the village. 

Problems have included toilets regularly 
blocking and sewerage overflowing. 

Glen Pennington, from the 3 Parish 
Water Forum, said: “We are delighted Welsh 
Water is at last making this investment. We 
have been calling for it for so long.

“The work will cause some inconvenience 
but will be well worth it in the long run 
because this is for the benefit of the commu¬ 
nity. It is very welcome news and we are not 
expecting it at all before the meeting.” 

Mr Pennington said Welsh Water had 
recognised the sewerage system was over¬ 
loaded. 

The problems have particularly affected 
two areas - at Overton Road and near the 
village’s chip shop. 

Mr Pennington said: “They said at the 
meeting they would have regular meetings 
with us so we know how things are going” 

The campaigner said infrastructure 
improvements would allow developers get 
on with building more houses in the village. 

And he said Welsh Water would be carry¬ 
ing out a three-month monitoring project at 
the nearby village of Weston Rhyn which 
has also suffered sewage problems.

Doctor's work helped save 
lives with ban on smoking 


IN her life Doctor Dawn Milner may have helped save many lives by 
working on Smoking Kills, a government white paper, and the even¬ 
tual UK smoking ban . 

In 1997 she became the senior medical officer in the tobacco policy and cancer preven¬ 
tion unit at the Department of Health. Her role saw her helping with the development of 
the government white paper Smoking Kills and the creation of the NHS smoking cessation 
services. 

Dawn was born in Hertfordshire in 1941 and at an early age she realised that her future 


career would be in medicine. She said: “ I 
decided I’d like to be a doctor when I was 11 
years old.” 

She was educated at Queen Elizabeth’s 
Girls Grammar School in Barnet before 
being offered an unconditional place at 
Guy’s Hospital Medical School. She began 
her medical training in 1960. 

She said: “It was a great privilege. In my 
year there were about 10 women and 90 
men. Things have changed a lot since the 
60s.” 

In her last year of studies, 1965, she mar¬ 
ried, qualified and had her first child. 

“The first year involved living in hospital 
accommodation and only seeing my baby 
and husband once a fortnight. It was a tough 
year,” Dawn said. 

From 1966 until 1967 she was a house sur¬ 
geon and house physician at Bedford Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. By the time she was 29 she 
had had two more children and was a full¬ 
time GP in Sandy, Bedfordshire. Here she 
became the senior partner and a GP trainer. 

She said: “When I first worked at the prac¬ 
tice the rota was seven days on call and 
seven days off. In those days we didn’t have 
chauffeur driven cars for night work.” 

In 1989 her career took a different direc¬ 
tion. She said: “I looked around for some¬ 
thing else to do and I applied for a job as a 
regional medical officer at the Department 
of Health in London. I did this for 13 years 
and I loved it.” 



She served in a number of policy divisions 
including primary care before becoming 
senior medical officer in the tobacco policy 
and cancer prevention unit and worked as 
the medical secretary to the Scientific Com¬ 
mittee on Tobacco and Health which in 1998 
produced a report on passive smoking. 

She said. “We assembled the evidence in 
that report which eventually contributed to 
the government decision to ban smoking in 
public places.” 

In 2002 she moved to Oswestry where she 
worked part-time in general practice for five 
years. She was also chairman of No Smok¬ 
ing Day until 2004 and continued as a mem¬ 
ber of the RCP Tobacco Advisory Group 
until 2006. Although mainly retired she 
continues to be a vice president of QUIT UK 
and is a freelance tobacco control advocate. 

She said: “I know it’s not easy to get a 
place to study medicine but the hard work is 
worth it. Stick to your dreams. I urge 
women to concentrate on the science sub¬ 
jects. Aim high and work hard.”

Unusual visitor could be a 
victim of mistaken identity 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE 

with Ben Waddams 



LUCKILY I don’t suffer from too many prob¬ 
lems in my day to day life as artist and writer. 

However I must confess, Fve never quite been able to get 
to grips with identifying a certain species of bird - tits. This 
difficulty was getting me so down that I recently took some 
professional help on the matter. 

I met up with David Farncombe of the North Shropshire 
Wildlife Trust and he gently enabled me to see the error of my 
ways. I was getting the glossy mixed up with the matt and 
finally my struggle with willow tits and marsh tits was con¬ 
cluded. Thanks, David. 

However when the snow was around the other week, I felt 
a slight sense of deja vu. No tits to puzzle over this time, but 
finches. Lots of different finches. As the cold weather 
encroached and the ice covered the ground, there was a sud¬ 
den influx of birds in my garden and finches seemed top of the 
bill. Chaffinches, greenfinches, bullfinches, goldfinches and 
chaffinches. Hang on, there I go again. Two species of 
chaffinch? Surely not. 

I had to confirm with my bird guide, but yes, there it was, 
a brambling. These pretty little birds are not exactly rare. 
They achieve ‘green’ status with the RSPCA and are rated as 
‘least concern’. 

The reason I am not more familiar with bramblings is 
because they are an ‘overwintering’ species. They breed in 
Siberia and Asia and then travel to Western Europe and the 
UK to cash in on milder times. 

In fact, they are one of the most numerous birds on the con¬ 
tinent with up to 60 million individuals estimated. Some¬ 
times conditions are right for vast numbers to visit our balmy 
winter shores and up to two million bramblings are not a rar¬ 
ity, however there tend to be far fewer. 

They can be quite easily confused with chaffinches, not just 
because they exhibit similar colours, but because they are 
also found in close company with that species. In such circum-

stances, their white rumps can help tell them apart. 

Within the species, the male and female display marked 
sexual dimorphism; the female being similar to the non¬ 
breeding male, but with a plainer brown head and face, and 
more subdued orange on the breast and shoulders. The bill is 
horn-coloured and the legs are brown. 

They feed mainly on seeds and fruits, but also take small 
invertebrates and larvae. 

During the summer the brambling forages in low shrubs, 
bushes and trees, plucking insects from the trunk, branches 
and foliage. It also occasionally pursues and catches insects 
in flight. In the winter however its tactics change entirely and 
it is a ground feeder. 


This explains the fact that as I write there are four bram¬ 
blings pecking at the large pile of seeds that the snow has 
uncovered in my porch. 

As well as being a rather nice addition to the bird table, the 
brambling is also a rather long lived bird. It breeds within its 
first year and may live to more than 14 years old. 

What with generally milder winters here in Shropshire, it 
may well be the case that we see more and more of this little 
bird. 

So make a little room for the brambling this winter.

Money request leads to 
visitor centre discussion

COUNCILLORS in Oswestry are to 
look at new ways of encouraging 
more people to visit the town’s 
heritage and exhibition centre. 

The move was agreed after the centre’s 
management team asked for money for 
improvements and even suggested a new 
name for it to encourage more visitors. 

The 15th century building, once a gram¬ 
mar school, houses a tourist information 
centre, a coffee shop, and exhibition display 
areas. But a report to town councillors said 
the management team was seeking funding 
to bring about further improvements and to 
encourage greater footfall. 

Among the ideas by the management team 
was for A boards, at a cost of £600, to be put 
up to direct tourists to the centre on Church 
Terrace. Another idea was for the council to 
meet the cost of taking out a £20 advert every 
month in a tourism magazine. 

The management team also asked for £300 
to pay for second hand furniture to make a 
visit to the centre more comfortable. 

And the team also asked if the name of the 
building could be changed to Oswestry Her¬ 
itage and Visitor Centre. 

Town councillor Christopher Schofield 
told a council meeting on Wednesday night 
he agreed more promotion was necessary but 
questioned the funding request and the low 
number of emails sent to the centre in recent 
months asking for information. 

He said: “We have thrown money at it and 
thrown money at it. And quite frankly the 
number of e=mails is just not good enough.” 

Councillor Saffron Rainey added: “I think 
24 emails in November seems limited. 

“It is a very important historic building 
but perhaps not the right place for a central 
point for tourists.” 

Councillors agreed to note the report and 
ask a task and finish group to meet the cen¬ 
tre management team.

Love of music gave Rusty chance 
to shine as singer with top band

FOR 10 Years Brian “Rusty” 
Roberts was the singer in 
George Riley’s Band - one of 
the best-known bands to have 
played in and around Oswestry 
in the 1940s, 1950s, and 1960s. 

Here he reminisces about his time in 
the spotlight. 

“Rusty” was my nickname, although I 
haven’t been called that since I stopped 
singing all those years ago. I’m 79 now. 
I’m from Oswestry, Welsh Walls, and I 
sang with the local dance band, George 
Riley’s Band, which played regularly at 
the Garrison Theatre at Park Hall Camp. 

When I was young a friend of mine and 
I put shows on in the back garden and 
charged kids to come. I thought I was a 
good singer. My father Richard Roberts - 
he went as Dick Roberts - was an extraor¬ 
dinarily good singer. 

He was more classical, and with the 
operatic society in Oswestry. He played all 
the comical parts in the Gilbert and Sulli¬ 
van productions. He had his own concert 
party which went round villages doing 
contests. It was another world before the 
‘box’. People did go to villages and put 
shows on back then. 

I liked music and thought I would like 
to do it. It was my ambition to be a profes¬ 
sional singer. 

I did go to lessons with a lady in 
Oswestry, not to do classical singing but 
to learn how to sing properly and get the 
breathing right. I can’t think of her name 
now. 

I liked the sound of the George Riley 
Band and the dance band music and

asked if I could have a trial. George Riley 
knew my father anyway, which was a 
good introduction. I went down and sang 
two songs, and he said: ‘That’s okay, 
we’ll see how it goes. ’ A few years later I 
was still there. 

There was also a reserve band, or sec¬ 


ond band, which played the Victoria 
Rooms in Oswestry, where the farmers 
went. 

This was pre rock and roll and the 
songs were things like ‘I’m In The Mood 
for Love. ’ When half the band wanted to 
have a break to go to the loo and have a 


coffee, I would play the drums with the 
remaining members of the band while the 
others were away. 

I had lessons for the trumpet and I did 
sit in when the trumpeter was not there, 
but was told ‘Don’t blow too hard - we 
don’t want to hear you. ’ To the audience 


it looked as if it was the full-sized band 
playing. It was - but not everybody was 
playing.

There’s a good balance of comfort and han¬ 
dling, and lots of power for an affordable price. 
But more importantly you get those all-impor¬ 
tant chunky 4x4 looks. 

This Korando is the best SsangYong I have 


driven with consistent steering and a comfort¬ 
able ride though there’s probably a bit too 
much engine rumble and wind noise at speed. 

Some may be critical of the interior quality but 
you have to remember that this is far from the 
most expensive crossover in the sector. The 
Korando’s equipment is all in the right place and 
the company has concentrated on a straightfor¬ 
ward dash with well positioned switches. 

There’s no scrimping on safety and all mod¬ 
els come with stability control, plus front-, side- 
and curtain airbags, as standard. You also get 


active head restraints to help prevent whiplash 
injuries, and security is provided by an alarm 
and engine immobiliser. 

Behind the wheel there’s no reason you 
should not find a comfortable position with 
standard height adjustment and there’s also 
two-way movement on the steering column 

The cabin is easily roomy enough for five 
adults with a wide middle seat and a flat floor in 
the back. 

The boot is big enough for most needs and the 
rear seats fold completely flat to extend it further. 


SsangYong intends to offer value for money, 
and a high level of equipment is a part of this. 
Even the entry-level model comes with cruise 
control, rear parking sensors, air conditioning, 
Bluetooth and iPod connections and roof rails. 

The EX Auto on test had heated leather 
seats, a sunroof, electric mirrors, 17in alloys, 
rear parking sensors and roof rails. 

There’s surprising performance of 0-62mph 
in 9.9seconds but combined fuel consumption 
of 37.7mpg is far from the highest in class for a 
diesel unit. 

All models in the SsangYong range are cov¬ 
ered by a best-in-class five-year limitless 
mileage warranty. 

All the major mechanical components are 
covered including wheel bearings, suspension 
joints and bushes, steering joints, shock 
absorbers and even the audio system. 

Prices range from £16,995 to £22,995. 

Wearable components such as clutch discs 
and brake friction materials which could have 
their life reduced by poor driving are covered 
for one year or 12,000 miles, and the battery 
and paintwork for three years. 

In racing-speak the Korando is an outsider 
with a touch of form and one to really watch for 
the future.

Octavia is big player in 
the evolution of Skoda

If you want to know how important 
the new Octavia is to Skoda’s con¬ 
tinuing growth you needed to see 
the small army of people spending 
a month in the Portuguese sun. 

They were everywhere, helping guide 1,000 
motoring writers from around the world to the 
dining room at the hotel, the conference room, 
the breakfast room ... the check-in desk at the 
airport and the orange juice and cakes at the 
coffee stop on the test route. 

Ferrying 

Some of Skoda’s support drivers had spent 
three days ferrying a fleet of big Superb 
saloons several thousand kilometres from their 
native Czech Republic to the guaranteed frost- 
free climes of southern Portugal, to chauffeur 
writers from airport to hotel for their one-night 
stays. 

Then you discover that 44 in every Skodas 
built are Octavias and more than 3.7 million 
have been sold since the first ones arrived in 
1996. Skoda’s ambitious plans for the years 
ahead would derail if Octavia sales softened. 

So it’s no surprise that Octavia mark three, 
which reaches the UK on March 16, is no mould 
breaker. Its simply bigger, bolder and better 
than before; moving the game on without

upsetting potential purchasers with anything 
too radical. 

It’s based on the same new, and wildly 
expensive to develop, underpinning seen in 
the latest VW Golf (and new Audis and Seats 
too) and comes with a series of petrol and 
diesel engines aimed at stretching visits to the 
pumps and cutting nasties from the exhaust, 
to the benefit of the environment and an 
owner’s wallet. 


The new Octavia is 90mm (3.5in) longer than 
before but, crucially the distance between 
front and rear wheels is stretched 108mm 
(4.2in), with the extra space given to rear seat 
legroom and an ever bigger boot. 

The old Octavia is a hit in China, where they 
like room in the rear. They’re going to love the 
new one, as are UK taxi firms and families with 
teenage children and masses of luggage. 

Skoda long ago stopped fighting for the 


cheaper end of the car market, concentrating 
instead on value (the M&S philosophy, you 
could say) and must have decided there’s a 
big enough jump in quality and design to stand 
a significant price rise. 

That means the new range starts at £15,990 
for a 1.2-litre petrol model, a stiff £2,605 rise 
on before. The car on test, a 1.6 diesel in mid¬ 
level SE trim and a likely big seller, has risen 
£1,740 to £19,240, with the new range-top¬ 


ping 2.0 diesel automatic up a more modest 
£785 to £23,240. 

Skoda says the entry-level new car has 
£3,500 of extra equipment as standard, includ¬ 
ing alloy wheels, DAB radio, extra airbags, 
remote central locking, touchscreen for the 
sound system and an eco-boosting stop/start 
system. 

Octavia estates have always been popular 
and a version is mere months away. Later in 
the year we’ll see the go-faster vRS model 
make its appearance, promising to be the 
fastest Octavia yet. The most economical 
Octavia yet, also arrives in 2013, with a Green- 
Line model. 


Sophisticated 

On the near deserted Portuguese roads the 
new Octavia comes over as a more sophisti¬ 
cated version of the old car, with a surprising 
amount of added space, especially in the 
back, where a six-footer can comfortably sit 
behind his identical twin brother at the wheel. 

The 1.6 litre, 103bhp diesel pulls well and 
will prove more economical than the 1.4 petrol 
model, which delighted a keen driver by feel¬ 
ing lighter on its toes; almost sporty in its eager 
responses. It is £860 less than the diesel too. 

Lots of Octavias will end up as company 
cars, where the diesel’s economy (71,6mpg is 
the official, but highly unlikely average) is 
going to make it much more popular than the 
petrol model. 

The fact that the diesel also shrugs off the 
London congestion charge and laughs in the 
face of road tax, will clinch the deal.

Chevrolet Aveo is at ease in 
the city and on motorways 



Chevrolet’s Aveo is a good looking all-rounder with plenty of bonus points The Aveo’s interior is well thought out

The five-door Chevrolet Aveo is a 
diminutive city car but do not let 
that badge deceive you because 
this vehicle is at ease on the motor¬ 
way, the open roads, countryside 
as well as in and around the city. 

Chevrolet with the Aveo have done like a 
good many other manufacturers have done 
and created a 5-seater in a small foot print and 
in a small package that will be easy to fit in your 
garage, on your drive or in a restricted parking 
space. It is a 5-door hatchback with ample 
room for 5 occupants, it is extremely stylish, 
and the front with its twin grille almost seems 
to smile with a welcome home to you. 

Corporate 

Chevrolet like a good many other manufac¬ 
turers are adopting a corporate look at the 
front with the huge, bold Chevrolet badge and 
these twin grilles mean you know that this vehi¬ 
cle belongs to a pedigree company of some 
years standing. 

The new Aveo has a completely redesigned 
exterior and cabin, it also has a newly devel¬ 
oped chassis and a body structure and 
Chevrolet have gone down the route of trying 
to make their engines far more fuel efficient 
with reduced emissions levels, and they have 
succeeded. 

They have produced an everyday car, well 
engineered which is an enjoyable vehicle to 


both own and also to drive. 

The engine options available on the Aveo 
are 2 petrols, a 1.4-litre, producing 100 bhp 
and a more diminutive 1.2-litre producing 86 
bhp. 

My particular test vehicle was equipped with 
a 1.3-litre diesel engine, a very small engine 
but with common rail fuel injection, stop/start 
technology, with a variable geometry turbo¬ 
charger meant, it had a power output of 95 bhp 


and this was an excellent combination to the 
vehicle. 

The performance was more than adequate 
for my needs and fitted perfectly in to the size 
scale and type of the vehicle. It had extremely 
low emissions at 95 gms for the little 1.3-litre 
Eco option meaning seriously cheap in fact 
free road fund licence at the moment. 

Variety 

The fuel consumption figures quoted by 


Chevrolet are quite outlandish, suffice to say 
that during my week in company with the vehi¬ 
cle in a variety of driving styles and situations, 
but primarily in and around town and a lot of 
stop/start motoring, I managed to achieve 52 
mpg, which is a long way short of the claimed 
78.4 combined cycle, but for a vehicle of this 
size and performance, I was quite pleased at 
52 mpg. 

An option which will suit a lot of drivers is 


that there is a 6-speed automatic transmission 
unit available with the 1.4-litre petrol engined 
models, this could well be the factor which tips 
you over the balance of looking at this deriva¬ 
tive, an automatic gearbox in a nice small com¬ 
pact car, add in to the equation ease of access 
into all the seats and a not too high boot load¬ 
ing aperture and further ownership boxes are 
ticked. 

The particular derivative that I tested was an 
LT, there are 3 trim levels available, badged as 
LS, LT, and LTZ, mine fitted in to the middle cat¬ 
egory, but even that is seriously well equipped 
with nice 15” alloy wheels, a blue tooth phone 
compatibility system which regrettably no mat¬ 
ter how I tried couldn’t get it to connect to my 
HTC phone. 

Heated 

It had the benefit of hill start assist, cruise 
control, and electric windows, driver’s seat 
multi-adjustable, I liked the factor that the exte¬ 
rior mirrors were heated so on the cold frosty 
mornings that we had whilst I tested the car 
this feature was an absolute bonus. The vehi¬ 
cle and all the range have a 5* NCap safety rat¬ 
ing which is more peace of mind. 

The performance aspect was more than 
acceptable, Chevrolet suggest a top speed of 
108 mph and a 0-60 gallop could be achieved 
in marginally over 11 seconds and of course 
the important feature is the CO at a mere 95. 

My particular derivative was priced at 
£12,795 on the road and I really do believe that 
this is another of the small city cars that if you 
were on a tight budget it is certainly worth a 
look especially as the range start at £9,995 and 
all benefit from a 5-year warranty.
